Henry Harkenrider was on the stand 
and a long argument followed and 
Judge O'Rourke took some time to 
look up anthojitics and held that as 
a number of higher courts had.decided 
favorably upon the point to admit the 
evidence. The state made a strong 
objection and reserved, the question 
for an appeal. 


The evidence during the 
morning 


hours was devoted to .showing that 
Kennedy had made an effort-to con- 
ceal the crime from the police, going 
•so far as to deny it entirely and flnallj 
saying that the death wound was not 
caused by a blow hut by a fall upon 
the bar rail. 


The state also trie*-to keep Aug's- 


burger's skull out of the testimony or 
rather endeavored to evade identity- 
ing it before it was used for the pur- 
«pose of demonstrating the wounds, and 
their effect. The defense will put in a 
lot of expert medical testimony in an 
effort to show that the death wound 
could not have been inflicted with a 
billiard cue and that 
the- fracture 


which caused the demise wa's' made 
with some other1 Instrument.

The identification was made at "Wil- 


lows yesterday by Miss Mary Fitzger- 
ald, of this city', who knew him well, 
after the. body of the young nobleman I 
had been exhumed from the potters 1 
field. The identification was so com-' 
plete that there can be no possibility 
of mistake: 


Count Otto died fighting, believing 


he was being attacked by a band of 
robbers. 
The posse thought it had 


run down Smith, the murderer of John 
Marcovich, of Oakland. 


Count Otto Von Waldstein left Aus- 


tria and family six years ago because 
of ,a love affair. He fought through 
he Boer war. He wandered to Amer- 
ca, a'poor young man without pro- 
'ession, to work with his hands for 
existence. He followed the reclama-

service through the west. 
He 


quit a job in Placer county the day 
icfore his death and was walking to- 
ward San Francisco.

however, unless he Is taught to be so 
from infancy, and a mother cannot ex- 
pect, her son or daughter to behave 
well before strangers if he or she is 
not obliged to be so nil the time. 


For example, a small child who does 


not know bettor than to take the best 
seat. In a room while

stands or takes what is left, shows a 
hopeless lack of proper training. One 
sees this frequently, and it reflects un- 
pleasantly upon the mother, proving 
her to have boon careless or ignorant 
of what good brooding demands. 


Children should be taught early not

Ono of the most common forms of 


impoliteness onj sees in children is 
that demonstrated by a boy or girl 
walking into a room where a conver- 
sation Is going on and breaking into 
it with a request of their own. This 
is a natural thing to do, but the moth- 
er must, teach ono 
that, under such 


conditions the younger person must 
wajt until their is a pause In the con- 
versation, and then 
precede 
its re- 


quest with "1 beg your pardon," mean- 
ing for I ho interruption that it is mak- 
ing. 
While waiting for the pause to 


come the child should stand quietly 
by its mother's chair. 


Correcting a child's faulls before 


a stranger shows bad manners on the 
part of tho mother. H hurts the little 
ono's feelings and is uncomfortablo 
for the guest.

A short length of lace banding cut 


to fit will finish the square, Dulch 
neck of a pretty c.hambray frock and 
save buying or the trouble of making 
a band as a finish. Strips of pique, 


shaped to form collar and cuffs, then 
simply button-holed in small scallops 
on the edges, will freshen up a winter 
coat, and an odd bit of allover lace 
will come in for tiny bolero jacket 
fronts to a light colored woolen frock, 
especially if tho lace is finished with 
little frills of ribbon in a color match- 
ing the frock.

SECRETS OF GROWING CLOVER. 


Crop not Easy to Start But of the 


Greatest Value. 


By Win. H. Underwood. 


There can be no rules laid down 


that will apply to all sections ot the 
country as to the time aad manner of 
sowing clover seed. 
Every 
farmer 


should determine by actual experi- 
ment whf:t manner of sowing Is best 
suited to his particular locality and 
condition of soil. I have found that 
if clover Is to be sown on wheat that 
It should be sown between tho 1st and 
15th of March. 
When sown at this 


lime the alternate freezing and thaw 
Ing of the ground renders it sufficient- 
ly porous for tho seed to work down- 
ward to the proper depth to take root, 
ivhllc the action of the frost and early 
jprlns rains generally affects a sum- 


green tinge If the clover Is cut before 


ripe. 


I exercise special care to save waste 


of seed and cut the seed clover only 
when the air is sufficiently 
damp. 


After cutting 1 allow it to remain un- 
disturbed for three days and then rake 
into small bunches that can be hand- 
led easily and let the bunches lie in 
the field until the straw has partially 
decayed. I turn the bunches occasion- 
ally to prevent sprouting in case It 
rains, while the clover is In the field. 


In preparing the clover for the hul- 


ler 1 turn the bunches over carefully 
the day before it is to be. hulled. I use 
great care to avoid loss of seed when 
loading on the wagon, and lay a can-

From the fall set bed 
In twenty-one or twenty-two months 
we may harvest two very Inferior 
crops. 


The best time to set strawberry 


plants is as early In the spring as the 
ground can be worked.

As an aid In keeping plants dor- 


mant until late in the season we cover 
the ground while it is frozen or cover- 
ed with snow, with straw or other 
material. In this way plants may be 
held back one week or more.

If the season is favorable this may 


be done without Injuring, if there is a 
good growth and the ground Is dry 
so that the stock will not tramp it too 
deeply. If I desire to obtain a crop of 
hay I never pasture the field in the 


f lung capacity.

A perplexing problem in growing 


clover Is in properly curing It for hay. 
About two-thirds of Its weight is 
moisture when in full 
bloom, and 


about 60 per cent of this moisture 
must evaporate before it \i in proper 
condition to be put in the mow or 
stack. The preservation ot the leaves 
Is very essential In curing clover for 
two reasons; First, their value as 
feed, and second, they greatly assist 
in the evaporation of moisture •from 
the stems. When clover Is rank and 
the swaths are heavy when cutting. It 
Is absolutely necessary to turn and stir 
them frequently, for during the mos' 
favorable weather a swath would fal' 
to properly cure unless so treated. 


I never allow clover, after being cut 


to remain in the swath more than one 
night. 
In the afternoon ot the flrst 


day I thoroughly stir It, and as soon 
as the dew has dried oft the following 
morning 1 stir It again. It the weath- 
er Is fair, and the hay has become dry 
I put it In tho Etacfc tho same day.

WORK OF THE LEAF ROLLER. 


About this time in the spring you will find upon your apple trees little 


cream colored worms with dark heads, feeding upon the leaves. If they are 
touched they will drop off and hang suspended by a silken .thread. These 
| are the leaf rollers that do so much damage to fruit trees all over the 
country. 


The illustration shows "•>• patches of eggs deposited on the limbs of the 


trees. Figure A shows the eggs when first deposited and Fig. B when they 
are about ready to hatch out. 


The leaf roller can be killed by spraying with the following: 
Arsenate of Soda eight ounces. 
Acetate of Lead twenty-four ounces. 
Dissolve separately in half a bucket of water, then mix with seventy-five 
allons of water and allow it to stand over night.
